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Commissioner for Patents 

Application 10/045,513 stands rejected by non-final action taken by examiner on November 10, 2004. No written response has been 
received by the office, although a response was due on Febuaiy, 10 2005. The Examiner has communicated on several occasions 
with Applicant's representative Joseph Burwell. 

Applicant's representative was contacted the week of May 22, 2005. Applicant's representative indicated that a response was filed 
within the six month period following the action and prior to May 17, 2005. Examiner respectively requested retransmittal of the 
indicated response. No response was received by the office. Examiner again contacted Applicant's representative within the 
timeframe of May 30 through June 18, 2005, the exact date of which is uncertain.
